The question might reasonably be asked, 
what does the lump in silver not iaffect ?

The Chineas have taken delivery 
of the cheap contract goods, and loft the 
dear-quoted article in the hand of tho 
doaler.J Oue merchant doing an extensive 
businers stated that the Chinese, for- 
tunately for themselves, had made exten. 
sive purchases at the formor rate of cx- 
change,"and they will depend upon thoir 
stock to supply customers until a clearances 
has boon nearly effected, when they will 
only: move at the pinch of ‘necussity, and 
purchase sparingly at the increased rate, 
There is a rise in tho prosent selling price, 
from thab provioualy offering of from 5 to 
7} por cent. Ono good effect of this cosaa- 
tion in business will ba thatrelearances will 
bo mado of stock more readily than used to 
bo the ease. ‘Tho state of trade, of aourse, 
doponds entirely on tho necessity for the 
article. Sometimes prices wont up in o 
way beyond all expectations, while at other 
times they. remained at alow rate. The 
Indian market has responded more freely 
‘to tho fall jp the oxchange than the 
English market. In the event of the 
further rise in tho price of goods the Chi- 
nose may be forced to fall back upon the 
notive matorial. . 

Another merchant doing a large business 

in Indian Yitnsi gives as gloomy a view of 
the situntion, He states that they hava 
now got toa point whera the Chinese: will 
be unable to pay any farther advance for 
yarns, and ‘a readjustment will have to 
take place either by a fall in value in India 
ora rine in exchange, before ony business | 
can be carried out.

THE KOWLOON 

The following doseription of the Kow- 
loon waterworks prepared by the Hon. W, 
Chatham, Acting Director of Public Works, 
for the information of the Colonial Office, 
ig published in the Gazette :— ; 

Bhior to the completion ofthe worka 
about to be described the inhabitants of 
that portion of territory known as British 
Kowloon were vntirely. dopendent upon 
wells or. atrearms in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of thoir dwellings for their water 
supply. The rapidly increasing population 
and ostablishment and growth of industrial 
enterprises made it ieaporative that a supply 
should be introduced from sourcis lesa 
Hable to contamination or to failure during 
tho dry season, 

Accordingly, in 1893, works were under- 
taken on lines which had been sketched out 
by Mr Qsbert Chadwick, C.M.G., duving 
bia visit to tho colony in 1890. 

British’ Kowlgon consists of a peninsula 
3 mitua’ in length by an average “breadth 
of @ little over 1 mile. The Southern 
extromity of the peninaula is very largoly 
oceupied by European residences and 
barracka for the Hongkong Regimont,

THE IMPENDING CHANGE IN 
JAPANESE CURRENCY.. 


The Nippon, in an article dealing with 
tho currency queation, atates that the total 
amount of silver yen iasucd to the 30th of 
June last was yon 165,124,048, which is 
now sccounted for in the following way ;~—

The amount in circulation at home includes 
tho amount which flowed into Korea aud 
China from the war fund in 1894-5, This 
amount reached-L4 or 15 million yen, but 
some part of it was brought back by the 
troops, so that the actunl amaunt reindining 
in China and Korea is estimated at about 
10 million yen. The actus] amount in cireu- 
lation in Japan, thereforo, is probably not 
more than 23 or 24 million yen, and this is 
tho amount to be exchanged for gold first, of 
all, ‘Theamout of silver yon kept us reserve 
in the Bank of Japan, which: amounted to 
About 1 million yen, need not be oxchang- 
ed. After the gold standard has come into 
operation, one-fourth of the reserve of the 
Bank of Japan is allowed to be represented 
in silver, Supposing the total ‘amount of 
the gold reserve to be 90 million yon, the 30 
million yen in silver may be kept. If the 
yold reserve be reduced to 75 million yen, 
the silver reserve must not be more than 
26 millions. Thus rome 10 or 15 million 

ep of silver yeu besides the amount now 
kept in revorvo will be needed after tha 
gold standard has come into operation. It 
is not likely that silver bullion will be kept, 
because’ while that will be valued ac- 
cording to the market price, silver coing 
might be taken ay legal tender at their 
face value. How the Bank ‘of Japan will 
dispose of the bullion is a diffeult question
